and (D) interest on money borrowed 
from our government. 
"The volume of financial assistance 
needed, and the 
solution 
therelore, 
varies with the situation in each state. 
Neutral states are 
flourishing 
and 
need cause no 
concern. 
Rumania, 
greater Serbia, Bulgaria, Arabia, Tur- 
key,(except Armenia; Portugal, Greece 
and Hungary, will be virtually self- 
supporting. 
In fact some of 
Ih'em 
should be able «o export food and with 
other commodities they can export, 
they can pretty well provide for all 
their necessities, except perhaps, rail- 
way reconstruction material, agricul- 
tural implements, and currency re-or- 
ganization. 
These 
states 
represent 
nearly one third the 
population 
of 
Europe. 
"Poland and the Baltic states will, 
produce almost enough 'bread, grains 
and vegetables for their own people 
but will be short of fats. 
If they se- 
cure resources for currency reorgani- 
zation and some working capital lor 
raw material imports, so as to get ex- 
ports going, they should, with_ econ- 
omy be self supporting within a few 
months. 
Czecho-Slovakia, 
Belgium, 
and Finland have a large import pro- 
blem for they always require bread- 
stuffs, meats and fats throughout.the 
yea,r to supplement their own produc- 
tion. 
These people are already mov- 
ing energetically to 'get their indus- 
tries going, even under the 
terrible

They must have working

Sunday, June K.—The con- 
stitutional convention has completed 
consideration of a bill creating u state 
court which would try those accused 
of starting, lengthening, and losing 
the war. It will be presented in the 
national assembly soon. 
The measure provides for a com- 


mittee of 15 members of the national 
assembly to investigate the political 
and nlllitary leadership of the coun- 
try prior to and during the war, and 
requires the government to produce 
;iny documents needed at the project- 
ed trials. 
Court to Have 15 .Members. 
The court would be composed ol 1 o 
members, including the presidents of 
the imperial, military, Prussian, Ba- 
varian and Hanseatic supreme courts, 
.five members of the national assem- 
bly and five senators. "The accused 
would be permitted to have counsel 
and. would be given the privilege of 
testifying. 
Deliberations of the court 


would be secret and there would be 
no appeal from its verdict. 
"The people demnnd an. explana- 


tion us to who is guilty for the war, 
why it was not ended earlier, and 
whether the result could not have 
been partly or wholly avoided," says

will accompany 
the bill when It is presented to .the 
national assembly.

— Sitting before 
a pile of letters from manufacturers 
all over the United States, hundreds 
of them, all asking him for informa- 
tion as to the success of the "Industrial 
democracy" plan in operation in his 
silk mill at Peterson, N. J., B. Ed- 
mund David explained In his

here today the advantages of the sys- 
tem. and the difficulties of installing 
it In the average factory. 
"There 
is 
no 
doubt," •• said 
Mr. 
IDavid, "that the plan, -which is based 
upon the idea of constutional govern- 
ment, creates a better basis of under- 
standing- between 'management and 
worker than is possible under the old 
system.

"It is the means of settling every 
question of wages, hours and -working 
conditions that may arise and, through 
the constant, close, personal contact 
between employer and employe, facili- 
tates such settlements to a consider- 
able degree. 
It tends, to the elimina- 
tion of wasteful methods and mimi- 
mizes friction. It stimulates the work- 
er's interest in his work and, best of 
all, it puts the human touch into the 
relations between employer and em- 
ploye, the one thing- more essential to 
industrial peace than all ottrers com- 
bined. 
"I have never known of an indus- 
trial subject that appealed to popular 
imagination so much as 
this 
does. 
This idea -will spread because every 
manufacturer who is alive to the times 
is looking for some system that will 
ease up a situation that, has rapidly 
been growing from bad to worse, the 
relation between capital and labor. 
But let no one think the plan is easy 
or that it is one-sided. 
It is purely a 
'give and take' and a 'live and let live' 
idea."
